These foure groups are considered distinct in that the claimed medical device of claims 15-20, 
24-26 are capable of dispensing medicants other than those claimed recessed in other groups. 
Also the polymer recessed in claims 1-14 could possibly be used in other applications such as 
being applied on bandages.
